Says Benedict Is Doing Serious Wrong 
and Asks Chickasaws* Aid. 


Guthrie, Okla., Jan. IO.—'The battle 
for supremacy over common schools 
of the Indian Territory, which has 
been waged with increasing favor be­ 
tween State Superintendent Cameron 
and John D. Benedict, superintendent 
of Indian schools in the Indian Terri­ 
tory, reached a pronouncedly acute 
stage today when in a letter addressed 
to Governor H. D. Johnston 
of 
the 
Chickasaw nation and the Chickasaw 
legislature, Superintendent 
Cameron 
recommended 
that 
Superintendent 
Benedict should be arrested and tried 
on the charge of obstructing public of­ 
ficers in discharge of their official du­ 
ties. 
Superintendent Cameron holds that 
the alleged action of Superintendent 
Benedict in attempting to thwart the 
county superintendents of the Indian I 
Territory section in their efforts to! 
carr> out the plans of the state super­ 
intendent in organizing districts and 
preparing for a term of school this 
year constitutes an offense the same as 
if he were attempting to prevent an 
officer^ from .performing his duty in 
seeking to arrest a man charged with 
crime. 
The letter denounces the actions of 
Superintendent Benedict in plain terms 
and callo upon the Chickasaw legisla 


Inre to adopt a resolution asking the 
secretary of the interior to immediate­ 
ly withdraw from the state all control 
of schools. 


Hon. Cheesie McIntosh of Checotah, 
a member of the Creek tribe, who was 
for four years tribal superintendent of 
schools in his nation, is here in the in­ 
terest of school regulations. He is an 
ardent supporter of the Cameron idea 
of ejecting national control of schools 
from the state. In discussing the situ­ 
ation he charged that the department 
id seeking to retain these schools for 
political purposes.

Guthrie, Ok., Jan. IO.—The governor 
sent three messages to the senate to­ 
day, one complimenting the legislature 
upon limiting lobbying, of which the 
railroads and corporations, he said, 
had recognized the propriety. 
He aug 
gusted that all representatives of ail 
such companies who had filed their 
names und 
addresses 
with 
either 
branch of the legislature be mailed 
copies of bills in which their eompa- i 
Hies were interested and they be giveu ‘ 
an opportunity to be heard. He also 
called attention to the lack if protec­ 
tion afforded oil an i gas 
valves 
on 
school lands, and recommended emer­ 
gency laws which would protect The 
state in the lease of school land for 
gas. oil and mineral purposes. 
A third message recon*men-led tpe 
passing of laws which won ii give the 
states consent for the federal govern­ 
ment to purchase sites 
for 
federal 
buildings, postoffices, custom houses. 
etc., with an exemption from taxation 
aud under the usual federal rules. 
The senate today passed for a sec­ 
ond time the bill by Messrs. Franklin 
aud Brook, covering the transfer of 
cases from the federal to the state 
courts, which would have been proper­ 
ly triable here had a state heretofore 
existed. The bill passed with the re­ 
quired vote. 


The concurrent resolution 
of 
Mr. 
Taylor was passed, providing for the 
appointment of a commission to inves­ 
tigate the necessity and kind of addi­ 
tional institutions the state needs and 
to report March I, a month earlier 
than has been intended. 
Senator Davis announced that he 
would provide for a commission to vis­ 
it all towns offering sites or bonuses 
for the location of state institution. 
He said he believes the work should 
be a matter of business and not poli­ 
tics.

England fam ilies of g reat prom inence 
have died out. Over in the “W hisper­ 
ing G allery” at the capitol, which, by 
the way, is nothing more or less than 
the old house of representatives, there 
is a little piece of m etal set in one 
of the square blocks of the m arble 
flooring and on it are these words: 
“John Quincy Adams. H ere.” This is 
the full inscription. 
The m etal piece 
m arks the spot w here Adam s fell 
dead after years of continued service 
in the house of representatives. 
The value of the piece of m etal Is a 
few 
cents. 
Over in 
M assachusetts 
avenue there is the 
house 
of 
an 
enorm ously 
w ealthy 
w esterner. 
He 
built it, and as a p art of the building 
m aterial he used a block of rock con­ 
taining m any dollars’ w orth of gold. 
He glories in it and it is pointed out to 
W ashington visitors. 
This w esterner 
is a g reat m an—in W ashington so­ 
ciety—ju st a t present. 
They say that 
more people are interested in th e m il­ 
lionaire’s block of gold than are inter­ 
ested In John Quincy Adams’ two 
inches of bronze. 
Adams, however, 
will be alive some centuries after thia 
westerner is dead. 


Engine 
No. 
0000 of the Pennsyl 
vania, the last work of the locomotive 
builder, rolled out of the construc­ 
tion shops, possessed of the idea th at 
somewhere near by aw aited a “Con­ 
gressional Lim ited” or 
a “Pennsyl­ 
vania Flyer” or a “Pennsylvania Lim 
Red” train ready for her. 
Instead, 
No. 0000 w ent on a treadm ill to test 
her power, says an Altoona (Pa.) dis­ 
patch to the New York Herald. 
Because of the care w ith which she 
was built, engine No. 0000 thought 
th at she was about the best thing that 
ever had been turned out in the loco­ 
motive line. 
N aturally she thum ped 
and snorted when she slid into the 
big roundhouse in Altoona, with dead 
engines 
lying 
all 
about 
her, and 
climbed up on a peculiar contrivance 
which seemed to be ju st so m any huge 
wheels revolving on axles so arranged 
th at a wheel m et each of hers. 
To 
her wonder an engineer climbed into 
th e cab, tw o firemen took their posi­ 
tion, and soon she found herself hum ­ 
m ing with all the power of which she 
w as capable. 
The steam shot into 
her tubes and chests, her great wheels 
began to revolve and she found her­ 
self running away. 
“Oh, d ear!” she said, tearfully, ‘T il 
sm ash som ething, I’m sure— I’ll 
go 
through the side of the shop. I’ll hurt 
•om ebody or I’ll hurt myself, I’ll—” 
She stopped. 
To her surprise she 
was doing nothing of the kind. 
As 
fast as her wheels revolved so did the 
wheels upon which she rested. 
She 
w asn’t going anywhere, and although 
h er driving 
rod 
becam e 
simply 
a 
sheen of steel she rem ained station­ 
ary. 
She was on the treadm ill, as 
helpless as a kitten, and w hat 
was 
more, she was a t the mercy of one 
m an in greasy overalls, who was m ak­ 
ing her perform as easily as a train ­ 
er m anages a puppy in vaudeville. 
In the old days when an engine was 
built it wras the custom to test her 
by sending her out on the road. Kip­ 
ling once w rote a story describing 
how one of the Pennsylvania’s aristo­ 
crats was tried out. 
It was usual 
then to take the engine, 
hitch 
on 
heavy freight cars, send her out over 
the line, on levels and tangents, on 
curves and grades, until she showed 
w hat was in her. 
But nowadays the 
railroad men w ant to know more, and 
they w'ant to know it before they in­ 
tru st a passenger or freight train to 
her mercies. 
The m an in the overalls got as 
much out of No. 0000 before he was 
through w ith her as a small boy gets 
out of an orange. 
W hen he left her 
on the tread the first thing he did 
was to let her wheels revolve to ca­ 
pacity, for In th at way he figured the 
m aximum speed. 
Then he coupled to 
her an arrangem ent w ith a dial 
a t­ 
tachm ent and began to test for her 
pulling power. 
B y ta backw ard pull 
he m ade her draw the equivalent 
of 
everything from a baggage car to a 
milelong freight train. 
Now she was to all intents and pur­ 
poses racing over the Jersey m ead­ 
ows, the track clear and 
the 
way 
straight, now she w as striking the 
grade on the other side of Johnstow n 
and panting like a hum an being in dis­ 
tress. 
Stronger and stronger grew 
th at backw ard pull, until 
No. 
0000 
found herself slowing up. She begged 
and squealed and groaned, but the 
pull was m erciless. Slower the wheels 
revolved and then she stopped—she 
had reached h er lim it 
She darted 
forth again, only to be checked, and 
after a tim e she was required 
to 
start, or try to start, again, with every 
brake, bar, lock and lever set wrong. 
This was to learn her startin g power 
—a m ost im portant thing in railroad­ 
ing. 
She got away again and then 
cam e down to th e fine points of the 
test. 
All the tim e the engine was pulling 
and hauling, racing and checking, her 
steam gauges and w ater gauges had 
been telling little stories of their own, 
and th eir stories w ere listened to with 
in te re st 
They were telling about the 
pressure of the steam in the boiler, 
w ith the am ount of w ater and coal 
used. 
They were saying w hether the 
am ount of fuel was 
producing 
the 
m aximum of steam or w hether there 
was a m istake somewhere. They were 
telling as plainly as words will w heth­ 
er the boiler was large enough for the 
grate or the grate too large for the 
boiler. 
Speed and pull and pressure and ef­ 
fectiveness of parts do not end the 
tests of No. 0000. 
A nother im portant 
thing Is determ ined while she is on 
the treadm ill, and th at is her 
best 
load. 
It is strange, but true, th a t en­ 
gines for some reason never are ex­ 
actly alike. 
Once the test was 
to 
hitch cars to an engine “until she 
lay down and cried,” as they said; 
th at is, till she could not pull 
an­ 
other car over the line m arked out. 
Nowadays they never do that, but by 
a scientific arrangem ent 
of 
pulleys, 
levers and wheels strike the mean 
betw een too much weight and too 
little—the exact point w'here the m a­ 
chine can do its best work, in the 
shortest tim e, under the m ost adverse 
conditions. 


Saxon Railroads Well Run and Pa) 
Good Dividends. 


T he report for 1906 of the adm inls 
tration of the Saxon state railroad! 
shows them to be as financially sue 
cessful aa the Prussian and B avariar 
lines. 
Saxony has about £50,000,000 
la 
vested in her railways. 
In 1906 the 
gross revenue was £7,600,000, an In 
crease of nearly £600,000 
for 
the 
year. 
The total 
outgoings 
were 
£5,000,000, an increase of £240,000 
over 1905. 
Thus the n et profits 
to 
the Saxon governm ent on the working 
of its railw ays for 1906 am ounted tc 
the substantial sum of £2,600,000, oi 
over five per cent, on the capital. Sc 
th at all interest and 
sinking 
fund 
charges are easily m et and a balance 
left over in relief of 
taxation. 
The 
Saxon chancellor of 
the 
exchequei 
counts the Saxon state railways, and, 
it m ay be added, the Saxon state for 
ests, m ost valuable assets. 
As in Prussia, four classes of trains 
are run, and the workm en’s fares are 
as low as six miles a penny. Railway 
rates are m oderate, 
and 
equipm ent 
generally good and 
improving. 
In 
particular the station restaurants are 
a feature. 
The waiting rooms 
ara 
restaurants where the ubiquitous Ger­ 
man glass of light beer is nearly al­ 
ways indulged in by the waiting pas­ 
senger. 
German trains keep 
good 
tim e here as in other parts of th® 
em pire, but travel is not so fast as in 
either England or America. 
That, of 
course, is characteristic. 
The 
Ger­ 
man rarely 
hurries, 
but 
he “gets 
th ere” w ithout fail, w hether in science 
or in business. 
Saxony has alm ost 
precisely 
the 
sam e proportion of train m ileage In 
proportion to population as we have. 
But while 2,000 miles of Saxon rail­ 
ways are capitalized 
at 
$50,000,000, 
20,000 miles of B ritish railw ays 
are 
capitalized a t 
£1,300,000,000. 
That 
point, as in the case of Prussia, is the 
most im portant which em erges from a 
study of the Saxon railway figures.— 
London Daily News.

FAST TIME ON T H E RAIL. 


Record of Spe$d Achieved In Various 
Countries. 


The New York W orld Almanac gives 
the fastest tim e on record for a dis 
tance of over 440 miles as m ade by 
the Lake Shore & M ichigan Southern 
railw ay from Buffalo to Chicago ic 
June, 1905, 535 m iles in 7 hours and 5C 
m inutes, or a speed of 69.69 miles pet 
hour, excluding 
stops. 
Among 
th€ 
fastest regular trains in the United 
States, for a shorter distance are be 
lieved to be the New York Centra! 
“Em pire State Express,” betw een New 
York and Albany. 143 m iles in 15C 
m inutes, and the “Congressional Lim 
ited,” on the Pennsylvania railroad 
which m akes the run from Jersey 
City, N. J., to W ashington, a distance 
of 227 miles, in four hours and 46 m in 
utes. 
Of long distance runs In France 
one is m ade on the N orthern railway 
of France by the Parls-Calais express 
which runs 185 m iles in 184H m inutes 
or a fraction over a mile a m inute, a1 
lowing for a stoppage of two and one 
half m inutes at Amiens. The German 
Railway Journal in the second week 
of July, 1907, m ade the claim th at the 
iiighest speed ever attained had ju st 
seen m ade on several trips during 
th at week betw een Munich and Augs­ 
burg, on the Bavarian State railway. 
The train w eight was 150 tons and 
a 
speed of 96V6 m iles an hour was re* 
peatediy m aintained for a considerable 
period. 


Causes of Railroad Accidents. 
According to the records of the in­ 
tersta te com m erce comm ission there 
were 7,432 derailm ents on railroads 
in the United S tates during the year 
ending June 30, 1907. These accidents 
resulted in the death of 515 persons 
and the injury of 6,595. 
This was an 
increase of 1,871 derailm ents over the 
previous year, with a proportionate in­ 
crease in fatalities and 
injuries. 
A 
study of the causes shows th a t a little 
more than tw o-thirds of these acci­ 
dents were due to defects In equip­ 
m ent, the rem ainder to defects in road­ 
way. 
The trouble is attributed large­ 
ly to the enorm ous increase in traffic, 
which In recent years has exceeded 
the carrying capacity of the roads, ne­ 
cessitating the use of every car and en­ 
gine capable of running, and subject­ 
ing the perm anenent structures to un­ 
exampled strain. 


Rapid and Good Work. 
A gang of G reat N orthern railroad 
engineers and platelayers one recent 
Sunday gave a rem arkable display of 
rapid bridge-building, according to an 
English newspaper. 
A bridge outside 
H arringay station over the Midland 
railw ay’s line had to be widened, and 
two enorm ous girders were construct­ 
ed. 
During the week supports for tho 
girders were built under 
the 
old 
bridge, and as soon as the heavy traf­ 
fic of the Saturday night had been 
dealt with gangs of men, working in 
relays, pulled up the rails, demolished 
the old bridge, and carted the debris 
away. 
By eight p. rn. both girders 
had been hoisted into position, and at 
m idnight the perm anent way was in 
order again. 


Deepest Underground. 
The Charing Cross, Euston, and 
Hampstead Railroad can boast of hav­ 
ing the deepest underground station 
in the world. 
This is. at Hampstead, 
England, and is 185 feet deep.

Surprise was my first feeling—m ere 
stupid, sleepy surprise.

had 
raised my hand to the knob, when for 
the first tim e I becam e 
aw are 
that 
grasped tightly in my fingers I 
had 
been carrying som ething cold and w et 
and hard. E ntering my room, I closed 
the door softly behind me, turned up 
the gas jet, and glanced at the long 
m irror over the bureau. 
And therein 
reflected, I saw the figure of a man 
which at first I could not recognize as 
myselfr—a m an partly dressed, with 
dishevelled hair and white, tense fea­ 
tures, 
under 
which 
the 
m uscles 
tw itched convulsively. Clutched in hi3 
right hand was a dagger; on his shirt- 
cuff. a dark stain. 
For a m om ent I stood there m otion­ 
less, while understanding forced itself 
upon me— a realization th at this was 
no trivial eccentricity of childhood, 
but th ^t som ething m onstrous had oc­ 
curred; th at under the dominion of 
some evil genius of the night, I had 
been guilty of a shocking thing, th at 
guided by some lunatic fiend who had 
come bat-like to crouch on the throne 
of my sleeping soul, my hapless and 
helpless body had been driven to the 
comm ission of crim e, a 
crim e 
un­ 
known, unim agined even, doubly hor­ 
rible. 
Sick with fear, my trem bling limbs 
refused th eir office; unm anned I sank 
to the floor beside the bed, a huddled, 
invertebrate heap. For long I crouched 
there, my flesh benumbed, my tongue 
pressed close to my palate as against 
a m etal plate, my h eart throbbing 
strangely, with a slow, shuddering pul­ 
sation, mind and will and sentience 
alike obliterated 
by 
the 
crushing 
w eight of the terro r th at lay upon me. 
Gradually a t last, thought reasserted 
itself, and a sudden transitory hope— 
th a t the blood cam e from some self­ 
inflicted wound—roused me to strug­ 
gle against my weakness. 
The hope 
proved a vain one— I could not find so 
much as a scratch upon my person— 
but with the renew al 
of 
m ovem ent 
cam e a resurgence of courage; and 
though *iy brain seem ed for the m ost 
part still torpid, some one portion, 
th at portion which spurs the cunning 
of a desperate anim al when the dogs 
Are close, awoke to a sw ift and rem it­ 
ting activity. 
I crept softly to the door, opened it 
an inch or two, and listened breath­ 
lessly, but there was no sound in all 
the house, save the slight noise of the 
gas jet, turned over high. Closing the 
door again, I tiptoed stealthily back, 
and with infinite precaution to insure 
absolute silence, set about rem oving 
the stains with which 
my 
nam eless 
crim e had m arked me. 
The knife and 
my hands likewise, I carefully washed 
at the little lavatory which my room 
fortunately contained. 
The shirt I re­ 
moved, and cutting it into little strips, 
with great difficulty contrived to stuff 
them into a silt in my pillow. 
And 
the dagger I employed to hollow out 
for itself a hiding place in the m at­ 
tress. 
Then carefully arranging my 
clothing in a 
natural 
disorder, I 
turned out the gas, slipped swiftly into 
bed, and pulling the sheet well over 
me, pressed my hands to my throb­ 
bing tem ples, w aiting for the unknown 
horror th at the m orning would bring. 
The dawn came, and as the gray 
Jight outlined each fam iliar object of 
m y room in precisely its accustom ed 
appearance, I alm ost dared to hope 
th a t I had but suffered some extraor­ 
dinarily vivid and hideous dream . 
A 
thin ray of sunlight fell upon the win­ 
dow'; the sparrow s about the eaves set 
up their cheerful jargoning; upstairs 
In the attic a door opened and the 
m aid serv an t cam e slowly down the 
stairs on h er way to her m orning 
duties. 
She passed my door, 
de­ 
scended to the 
floor 
below, walked 
leisurely down the hall, and then— 
High and sharp and terror-sm itten 
then, the girl’s 
shrill 
scream 
rang 
through the house. 
Again and again 
the frantic outcry echoed up to me, 
mingled now with answ ering exclamar 
lions of alarm from the awakened 
household. 
Doors opened, 
there fol­ 
lowed the sound of hurrying footsteps, 


and instinctively realizing th at I m ust 
' notate the behavior of the others, I 
sprang from my bed, stum bled out 
into the hall, and with two or th ree 
other half-dressed men, ran down th e 
stairs to the floor below. There a t th e 
end of the corridor, crouching alm ost 
to her knees with terror, the girl stood 
before the open door of a gas-lit room, 
babbling incoherently 
and 
pointing 
w ith a trem bling finger. 
And w ithin 
the room, lying fully dressed on his 
bed, was the contorted, m otionless and 
blood-stained body of Francis Rand. 
My friend had been dead for m any 
hours, it was found, slain alm ost in­ 
stantly by a 
long, 
ragged 
dagger 
wound in his throat. 
His effects w ere 
all in order and there w ere no signs 
of a struggle having taken place, but 
three things—th e unaccountable dis­ 
appearance of a large sum of money 
which only the day before the unfor­ 
tunate man had w ithdraw n from 
th e 
bank, the absence of the weapon w ith 
which the crim e had been com m itted, 
and the fact th at an open window ju st 
above the roof of the porch 
m ight 
well have afforded entrance and egress 
to the assassin—m ade it clear to th e 
hastily summoned police th at the mo­ 
tive of R and’s slayer had been th a t of 
robbery. 
Yet they could find no trace 
of the crim inal; he had left no tell-tale 
footprints; no passer by had observed 
his entrance or departure; 
he had 
carried, aw ay no booty, the disposal of 
which would lead to his detection. H e 
had come like the wind, had struck 
like the lightning, and like a shadow, 
he had gone. 
Only my own self-ac­ 
cusing lips could have m ade known to 
them the nam e of him who had car­ 
ried the blood-stained knife from out 
th at fatal cham ber. 
Yet I dared not 
speak, for 
who 
would believe me— would believe th at 
with no m otive in the world, In a som­ 
nam bulistic 
trance, 
I 
had 
crep t 
stealthily to the room of my friend, 
had m urdered him, 
and 
then 
as 
stealthily made my escape again. No, 
I m ust be silent, m ust dissem ble like 
the veriest villain in all the world, 
and with the consum m ate sarcasm of 
a com passionate devil, m ust voice 
a 
grief for my own victim, m ust tender­ 
ly m ake arrangem ents for the care of 
his body, m ust speed th e pursuit of 
his slayer. 
How I contrived to enact my part 
during those first few hours after tho 
discovery of Rand’s death, I never 
quite knew. 
Perhaps the sam e in­ 
sensibility with which kindly nature 
defends her children against the u tter­ 
m ost violence of bodily 
pain, 
m ay 
som etim es, translated to a spiritual 
anesthesia, be extended to the succor 
of a stricken soul. 
Certainly I could 
not have been altogether 
conscious 
then, although I m anaged somehow to 
carry off my role, and in my outw ard 
behavior exhibited a perturbation no 
greater than was to be expected 
in 
the closest friend of the m urdered 
man. 
Yet after all this was a small thing 
to accom plish. 
The great thing, th e 
thing which I knew would prove im­ 
possible, was yet in store for me— for 
upon me, w ithout the possibility of es­ 
cape, devolved the task of breaking 
the news to his 
sister, to 
my 
be­ 
trothed, to M argaret Rand. 
It was hardly noon th at day when I 
descended from the train at the little 
town w here M argaret lived and turned 
down the quiet 
street 
tow ard 
h er 
house. I had no idea of w hat I should 
say to her, w hether I should endeavor 
to repeat the story which the news­ 
boys were already crying in the street 
as I left the city, or w hether I should 
confess to her my crim e, try to m ake 
her believe in my essential innocence, 
and failing as I surely m ust, m ake an 
end of my own life. I only knew th at 
I had been deputed to break the news 
of her brother’s death to her and th at 
I was on my way to do so. 
I turned in a t a gate in tho w hite 
picket fence, passed up th e gravel 
walk betw een the rows of hollyhocks, 
ascended the steps, and was about to 
ring, when the door was pushed open 
suddenly, and M argaret appeared be­ 
fore me carrying an open letter in her 
hand, her face white to the lips. 
“Tell me,” she cried, “is it true? Is 
it tru e?” 
. 
M echanically I took the letter from 
her and read: 
“D earest 
M argaret: 
W hen 
this 
reaches you I shall have m ade an end 
of myself. 
You will rem em ber I told 
you some tim e ago th at I was in a 
tight place. 
l£ has gone from bad to 
worse, and now th ere is no chance for 
me. 
I shall draw w hat is left in th e 
bank, pay w hat I can, and then end IL 
Try to forgive me. 
Your unfortunate 
brother, Francis Rand.” 
* . 
They tell me th at I fainted w b e ? I 
fi cfi shed th at letter. 
Yet now, when 
tim e h!U dulled my very real grief for 
R and’s death, I can never quite be­ 
lieve th a t I did not laugh—laugh as 
one does on waking from a night­ 
m are, with the cold sw eat of 
terro r 
still damp on his forehead.

ited" train ready for her 
Instead 


No. 0000 went on a treadmill to test 
her power, says an Altoona (Pa) dis- 
patch to the New York Herald. 


Because of the care with which she 


was built, engine No. 0000 thought 
that she was about the best thing that 
ever had been turned out in the loco- 
motive line. 
Naturally she thumpec 


and snorted when she slid into the 
big roundhouse In Altoona, with dead 
engines 
lying all 
about 
her, and 


climbed up on a peculiar contrivance 
which seemed to be Just BO many huge 
wheels revolving on axles so arranged 
that a wheel met each of hers. 
To 


her wonder an engineer climbed into 
the cab, two firemen took their posi 
tlon, and soon she found herself hum- 
ming with all the power of which she 
was capable. 
The steam shot into 


her tubes and chests, her great wheels 
began to revolve and she found her- 
self running away. 


"Oh, dear!" she said, tearfully, "I'll 


smash something, I'm sure—I'll go 
through the side of the shop I'll hurt 
•omebody or I'll hurt myself, I'll—" 


She stopped. 
To her surprise she 


was doing nothing of the kind. As 
fast as her wheels revolved so did the 
wheels upon which she rested 
She 


wasn't going anywhere, and although 
her driving rod became simply a 
sheen of ateel she remained station- 
ary. 
She was on the treadmill, as 


helpless as a kitten, and what was 
more, she was at the mercy of one 
man In greasy overalls, who was mak- 
ing her perform as easily as a train- 
er manages a puppy in vaudeville. 


In the old days when an engine was 


built it was the custom to test her 
by sending her out on the road. Kip- 
ling once wrote a story describing 
how one of the Pennsylvania's aristo- 
crats was tried out. 
It was usual 


then to take the engine, hitch on 
heavy freight cars, send her out over 
the line, OIL levels and tangents, on 
curves and grades, until she showed 
what was in her. 
But nowadays the 


railroad men want to know more, and 
they want to know it before they in- 
trusc a passenger or freight train to 
her mercies. 


The man in the overalls got as 


much out of No. 0000 before he was 
through with her as a small boy gets 
out of an orange. 
When he left her 


on the tread the first thing he did 
was to let her wheels revolve to ca- 
pacity, for in that way he figured the 
maximum speed. 
Then he coupled to 


her an arrangement with a dial at- 
tachment and began to test for her 
pulling power. 
By e& backward pull 


he made her draw the equivalent of 
everything from a baggage car to a 
milelong freight train. 


Now she was to all intents and pur- 


poses racing over the Jersey mead- 
ows, the track clear and the way 
straight, now she was striking the 
grade on the other side of Johnstown 
and panting like a human being In dis- 
tress. 
Stronger and stronger grew 


that backward pull, until 
No. 0000 


found herself slowing up. She begged 
and squealed and groaned, but the 
pull was merciless. Slower the wheels 
revolved and then she stopped—she 
had reached her limit. 
She darted 


forth again, only to be checked, and 
after a time she was required 
to 


start, or try to start, again, with every 
brake, bar, lock and lever set wrong. 
This was to learn her starting power 


, most important thing in railroad- 


Ing. 
She got away again and then 


came down to the Sne points of the 
test. 


All the time the engine was pulling 


and hauling, racing and checking, her 
steam gauges and water gauges had 
been telling little stories of their own, 
and their stories were listened to with 
interest. 
They were telling about the 


pressure of the steam in the boiler, 
with the amount of water and cosU 
used. 
They were saying whether the 


amount of fuel was producing 
the 


maximum of steam or whether there 
was a mistake somewhere. They were 
telling as plainly as words will wheth- 
er the boiler was large enough for the 
grate or the grate too large for the 
boiler. 


Speed and pull and pressure and ef- 


fectiveness of parts do not end the 
tests of No. 0000. Another important 
thing Is determined while she is on 
the treadmill, and tbat is her 
best 


load. It is strange, but true, that en- 
gines, for some reason never are ex- 
actly alike. 
Once the test was to 


hitch cars to an engine "until she 
lay down and cried," as they said; 
that Is, till she could not pull an- 
other car over the line marked out. 
Nowadays they never do that, but by 
a scientific arrangement of pulleys, 
levers and wheels strike the mean 
between too much weight and too 
little—rthe, exact point where the ma- 
chine can do its best work, in the 
shortest time, under the most adverse 
conditions.

FAST.TIME ON THE RAIL. 


Record of Spefd Achieved In Varlou* 


Countries. 


The New York World Almanac gives 


the fastest time on record for a dls 
tance of over 440 miles as made bj 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern 
railway from Buffalo to Chicago In 
June, 1905, 535 miles in 7 hours and 50 
minutes, or a speed of 69 69 miles pei 
lour, excluding stops. 
Among 
the 


fastest regular trains in the United 
States, for a shorter distance are be 
Jeved to be the New York Central 
'Empire State Express," between New 
York and Albany. 143 miles in 16J 
minutes, and the "Congressional Lim 
ted," on the Pennsylvania railroad, 
which makes the run from Jersej 
City, N. J., to Washington, a distance 
>f 227 miles, in four hours and 46 min- 
utes. Of long distance runs in France 
one is made on the Northern rallwaj 


f France by the Paris-Calais express 
which runs 185 miles in 184% minutes 
or a fraction over a mile a minute, a) 
owing for a stoppage of two and one 
lalf minutes at Amiens. The German 
Railway Journal in the second wees 
of July, 1907, made the claim that the 
ilghest speed ever attained had just 
been made on several trips during 
hat week between Munich and Augs- 
burg, on the Bavarian State railway. 
The train weight was 150 tons and a 
speed of 96% miles an hour was re* 
leatedly maintained for a considerable 
period. 


Causes of Railroad Accidents. 


According to the records of the tn* 


erstate commerce commission there 
were 7,432 derailments on railroads 
n the United States during the year 
mdrng June 30, 1907. These accidents 
resulted In the death of 515 persons 
and the Injury of 6,595. This was an 
ncrease of 1,871 derailments over the 
previous year, with a proportionate in- 
:iease in fatalities and injuries. 
A 


itudy of the causes shows that a little 
more than two-thirds of these accl- 
Lents were due to defects in equip- 
ment, the remainder to defects In road- 
way. The trouble is attributed large- 
y to the enormous increase in traffic, 
which In recent years has exceeded 
he carrying capacity of the roads, ne- 
*essltating the use of every car and en- 
gine capable of running, and subject- 
ng the permanenent structuren to un- 
exampled strain. 


Rapid and Good Work. 


A gang of Great Northern railroad 


engineers and platelayers one recent 
Sunday gave a remarkable display of 
apid bridge-building, accordlrg to an 
English newspaper. A bridge outside 
larrlngay station over the Midland 
ailway's line had to be widened, and 
wo enormous girders were construct- 
d. During the week supports for the 
girders were built under 
the 
old 


ridge, and as soon as the heavy traf- 


fic of the Saturday night had been 
.ealt with gangs of men, working in 
relays, pulled up the rails, demolished 
the old bridge, and carted the debris 
away.

Surprise was my first feeling—mere 


stupid, sleepy surprise. 
1 had spent 


the morning, as usual, in the office;

Gradually at last, t nought reasserted 
itself, and a sudden transitory hope— 
that the blood came from some self- 
inflicted wound—roused me to strug- 
gle against my weakness. The hope 
proved a vain one—I could not find so 
much as a scratch upon my person— 
but with the renewal of movement 
came a resurgence of courage; and 
though *iy brain seemed for the most 
part still torpid, some one portion, 
that portion which spurs the cunning 
of a desperate animal when the dogs 
are close, awoke to a swift and remit- 
ting activity.

My Mend had been dead for many

tion shops, possessed of the idea the t 
somewhere near by awaited a "Con- 
gresslonal Limited" or a "Pennsyl 
vania Flyer" or a "Pennsylvania Lim 
ited" train ready for her 
Instead 


No. 0000 went on a treadmill to test 
her power, says an Altoona (Pa) dis- 
patch to the New York Herald. 


Because of the care with which she 


was built, engine No. 0000 thought 
that she was about the best thing that 
ever had been turned out in the loco- 
motive line. 
Naturally she thumped 


and snorted when she slid into the 
big roundhouse in Altoona, with dead 
engines 
lying all 
about her, and 


climbed up on a peculiar contrivance 
which seemed to be just so many huge 
wheels revolving on axles so arranged 
that a wheel met each of hers. 
To 


her wonder an engineer climbed into 
the cab, two firemen took their posi 
tlon, and soon she found herself hum- 
ming with all the power of which she 
was capable. 
The steam shot into 


her tubes and chests, her great wheels 
began to revolve and she found her- 
self running away. 


"Oh, dear!" she said, tearfully, "I'll 


smash something, I'm sure—I'll go 
through the side of the shop I'll hurt 
somebody or I'll hurt myself, I'll—" 


She stopped. 
To her surprise she 


was doing nothing of the kind. As 
fast as her wheels revolved so did the- 
wheels upon which she rested 
She 


wasn't going anywhere, and although 
her driving rod became simply a 
sheen of steel she remained station- 
ary. 
She was on the treadmill, as 


helpless as a kitten, and what was 
more, she was at the mercy of one 
man in greasy overalls, who was mak- 
ing her perform as easily as a train- 
er manages a puppy in vaudeville. 


In the old days when an engine was 


built it was the custom to test her 
by sending her out on the road. Kip- 
ling once wrote a story describing 
how one of the Pennsylvania's aristo- 
crats was tried out 
It was usual 


then to take the engine, hitch on 
heavy freight cars, send her out over 
the line, 011 levels and tangents, on 
curves and grades, until she showed 
what was in her. But nowadays the 
railroad men want to know more, and 
they want to know it before they in- 
trusc a passenger or freight train to 
her mercies. 


The man in the overalls got as 


much out of No. 0000 before he was 
through with her as a small boy gets 
out of an orange. 
When he left her 


on the tread the first thing he did 
was to let her wheels revolve to ca- 
pacity, for in that way h-e figured the 
maximum speed. Then he coupled to 
her an arrangement with a dial at- 
tachment and began to test for her 
pulling power. 
By «a backward pull 


he made her draw the equivalent of 
everything from a baggage car to a 
mllelong freight train. 


Now she was to all Intents and pur- 


poses racing over the Jersey mead- 
ows, the track clear and the way 
straight, now she was striking the 
grade on the other side of Johnstown 
and panting like a human being In dis- 
tress. 
Stronger and stronger grew 


that backward pull, until 
No. 0000 


found herself slowing up. She begged 
and squealed and groaned, but the 
pull was merciless. Slower the wheels 
revolved and then she stopped—she 
had reached her limit. 
She darted 


forth again, only to be checked, and 
after a time she was required 
to 


start, or try to start, again, with every 
brake, bar, lock and lever set wrong. 
This was to learn her starting power 


most important thing in railroad- 


Ing. 
She got away again and then 


came down to the fine points of the 
test. 


All the time the engine was pulling 


and hauling, racing and checking, her 
steam gauges and water gauges had 
been telling little stories of their own, 
and their stories were listened to with 
interest 
They were telling about the 


pressure of the steam in the boiler, 
with the amount of water and cosU 
used. 
They were saying whether the 


amount of fuel was producing 
the 


maximum of steam or whether there 
was a mistake somewhere. They were 
belling as plainly as words will wheth- 
er the boiler was large enough for the 
grate or the grate too large for the 
boiler. 


Speed and pull and pressure and ef- 


fectiveness of parts do not end the 
tests of No. 0000. Another Important 
thing is determined while she is on 
the treadmill, and that is her 
best 


load. It is strange, but true, that en- 
gines for some reason never are ex- 
actly alike. 
Once the test was to 


iltch cars to an engine "until she 
lay down and cried," as they said; 
that is, till she could not pull an- 
other car over the line marked out, 
Nowadays they never do that, but by 
a scientific arrangement of pulleys, 
levers and wheels strike the mean 
between too much weight and too 
little—rthe, exact point where the ma- 
chine can do its best work, in the 
shortest time, under the most adverse 
conditions.

Causes of Railroad Accidents. 


According to the records of the In- 


terstate commerce commission there 
were 7,432 derailments on railroads 
in the United States during the year 
ending June 30, 1907. These accidents 
resulted In the death of 515 persons 
and the Injury of 6,595. This was an 
Increase of 1,871 derailments over the 
previous year, with a proportionate In- 
ciease In fatalities and injuries. 
A 


study of the causes shows that a little 
more than two-thirds of these acci- 
dents were due to defects In equip- 
ment, the remainder to defects In road- 
way. The trouble is attributed large- 
ly to the enormous increase in traffic, 
which In recent years has exceeded 
the carrying capacity of the roads, ne- 
cessitating the use of every car and en- 
gine capable of running, and subject- 
ing the permanenent structuren to un- 
exampled strain. 


Rapid and Good Work. 


A gang of Great Northern railroad 


engineers and platelayers one recent 
Sunday gave a remarkabTe display of 
rapid bridge-building, accordlrg to an 
English newspaper. A bridge outside 
Harringay station over the Midland 
railway's line had to be widened, and 
two enormous girders were construct- 
ed. During the week supports for the 
girders were built under 
the 
old 


bridge, and as soon as the heavy traf. 
iic of the Saturday night had been 
dealt with gangs of men, working In 
relays, pulled up the rails, demolished 
the old bridge, and carted the debrla 
away. 
By eight p m. both girders 


had been" hoisted Into position, and at 
midnight the permanent way was in 
order again.

Street music has been prohibited in 
sipaig by an order of the municipal- 
ty.
